CHIHUAHUA REBELS BEATEN. 
Many Reported Kilied In Encounter 


with Capt. Orozco’s Force. 


JUAREZ, Feb. 12.—Rebels in Chihua- 
hua, commanded by Braulio Hernandez, 
ex-Secretary of State, were defeated at 
Moqui!, west of- Chihuahua, yesterday by 
Federal troops under Capt. José Orozco, 
The rebels are said to have numbered 
200, while Orozco had 50 Rural Guards. 

Capt. Salgado of the Government troops 
ig reported to be among the many killed. 
Hernandez and his band are said to be in 
flight northward. The Federals took sev- 
eral prisoners.- 

Orozco was going to meet Hernandez 
with a flag of truce, the Government as- 
serts, when the rebels fired upon him and 
Orozco returned the fire. 

Albino Frias, father-inslaw of Gen. 
Orozco, is marching west to oppose Anto- 
nio Rojas, the réhel leader, who has an- 
nounced his intention of marching on Chi- 
huahua. 

Abram Gonzales, Constitutional Govern- 
or of Chihuahua and Minister of Gober- 
nacion in the Madero Cabinet, left El 
Paso in a special train to-day for Chihua- 
hua to distribute $300,000 among the reb- 
els in an effort to get them to lay down 
their arms. He enters the State, follow-~- 
ing the issuance of a -proclamation by 
Acting Governor Gonzales calling atten- 
tion to the danger of American interven- 
tion, unless trouble soon ceases in Mex- 
ico.

CANANBA, Sonora, Mexico, Feb. 12.—

HIGHER RAILROAD FARES. 


Jersey Central “ Readjusting” Rates 
Upward to Make Them Consistent, 


The Central Railroad of New Jersey put 
in force.a new passenger round-trip rate 
of $3.40 between Plainfield, N. J., and 
Philadelphia, an increase of 45 cents over 
the previous rate of $2.95. ‘Rates all 
along the main lige have been “ read- 
justead”. upward, and also along the 
Reading. 

General Passenger Agent William C. 
Hope of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, in explaining the change in rates, 
puts the blame on Section 4 of the Inter- 
State Commerce act, which prohibits any 
through fare being higher than the added 
local fares. 

“This section,” said Mr. Hope, “ was 
incorporated about a year and a half 
ago, the general public not at that time 
being aware that Congress was enacting 
laws forcing the railroads to exact higher 
fares.”’ 

The stock of the Central of New Jersey 
was quoted at 375 last week. 

The round trip fare between Plainfield 
and New York is $1.05. The new round 
trip fare between Plainfield and Phila- 
delphia is $3.40. The sum of these two 
local fares would thus be $4.45, or 45 
cents more than the round trip fare of $4 
between New York and Philadelphia. 

There has been no protest against the 
higher rate from the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of New Jersey.

No Chance of Slayer’s Sentence Being

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HILL WILL GET BACK. 


$70,000,000 IN ORE 
500,000,000 Tons, Net Value: 
$1.50 a Ton, Left in the 30,000 | 
Acres Steel Trust Turns Back. 


HE PAID $4,050,000 FOR MINES 


And Has Given Away Millions Already, 
He Testifies—Lease Ending 
Breaks Trust Monopoly.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Square built 
and rugged James J. Hill, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Great 
Northern Raliway, took his seat before 
the Stanley Sieel Committee this after- 
noon and began his recital of the story of 
the so-called Hill lease of Lake Superior 
ore fields.to the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 

Mr. Hill told how he had. bought ore 
propefties for $4,050,000, turned them over 
for that amount to the Lake Superior 
Company, Limited, as trustees for the 
stockholders of the Great Northern, and 
presented the stockholders with pro rata 
certificates fur the increased value of the 
property which ‘accumulated rapidly and 
now are worth more than $500,000,000. 

After adjournment of the committee late 
this afternoon an incident, not less intere 
esting than Mr, Hill's testimony, occurred 
in a way that promised significant testl- 
mony. from the “ Wizard of the North- 
west to-morrow. Representative Gard- 
ner of Massachusetts, a member of the 
committee, beckoned to Mr. Hill. The 
rugged railway pioneer stepped abreast 
of the long inquisition table and a tri- 
angular conversation occurred between 
Representatives Young and Gardner and 
Mr. Hill. 

Mr. Gardner tried to ascertain from Mr. 
Hill in this informal manner his most 
accurate estimate of the amount of ore 
reniaining in the Hill beds, for which Mr. 
Hill testified earlier he had‘ given $4,050,- 
000. Mr. Hill said the leases to the Steel 
Corporation covered 69,000 acres, and that 
thus far only 39,000 acres had been 
worked. With the remaining 30,000 acres 
Mr. Hill declared most positively that 
there were. not less than 500,000,000 tons 
of ore left In the 30,000 acres. This would 
revert to the Hill interests when the 
Steel Corporation surrendered its lease in 
January, 1913, as it has said it would do. 

“ What is it worth?”’ asked Mr. Gard- 
ner, 

“TI would not take less than a dollar a 
ton for it,” replied Mr. Hill, with a bland 
smile. 

“It has been said,’’ interjected Mr. 
Gardner, ‘that the Steel Corporation is 
surrendering these leases because it 
thinks it has a moncpoly of ore.” 

Again Mr. Hill smiled blandly. 

“ Ore doesn’t. go out of -tashion,” he 
said, “and the fire risks on ore are low. 
‘Twenty years hence the Btésl Corpora- 
tion will riot, I predict, have a peck’ of 
ore in its own beds. Don’t make the mis- 
take of thinking the Steel Corporation 
will have any monopoly after it surren- 
ders our leases. The market value of 
the Hill ores is worth more than $1 a 
ton. It can be sold for $3.40 a ton, Sup- 
pose it costs 60 cents a ton to miné, 60 
cents a ton for rail transportation, 65 
cents a ton for lake hauling. That's $1.85 
& ton out of $3.40, leaving an income of 
$1.55 a ton. The rail rate is now about 
80 cents a ton, It is the cheapest ore 
rate on earth. Next year that rate will 
be 60 cents a ton for the rail haul.” 

These rates are those fixed by the Steel 
Corporation from the Lake Superior re- 
gion to the Pittsburgh district, and Mr.

How He Got the Ore Beds. 


Mr. Hill in his testimony told in detail 
of the way he obtained the ore beds, 
narrating every step in the transaction, 
and led up to the formation of the com- 
pany to hold the stocks of the ore proper- 
ties, the relmbursement of himself for 
the properties by the holding company, 
and his outright donation of ore certifi- 
cates to the shareholders of the Great 
Northern Railway, as beneficiaries of 
the increased value of the ore beds. It 
was an involved transaction, which the 
Stanley Cammittee mad difficulty in un- 
derstanding at firs 

hen the. point “was reached where 
members of the committee wanted ‘to 
know whether Mr. Hill’s formation of 
the Lake Superior Company, Limited,

The Mahoning Iron 
Company had the lease, now controlled 
by the Cambria Steel Company. 

Other mines opened and being operated 
when the lease to the Steel Corporation 
was made were the Stevenson Mine, 
which was leased to Corrigan & McKin- 
ney of Cleveland, and the onard Mine, 
held by the Hills under lease from All- 
worth, a Michigan Pp nme man. With 
the exception of the’ mard Mine, there 
was no mine from which the Steel Corpo- 
ration ftself was to get ore that was 
stripped at the time the lease of the Steel 
Corporation was made.

* LONDON, Tuesday, Feb. 13.—The 
Times says that Michael Nathan, head 
of the Art Department df the American 
Customs, has arrived in England with 
instructions from his Government to 
examine and verify J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan’s coNection of antiques, in antici- 
pation of their removal to America. 
This is the first time such a step has 
been taken by the American Govern- 
ment, and is an indication of the im- 
portance attached by it to the treasures 
assembled by Mr. Morgan for the en- 
richment of his own country.

Girl Bitten by a Dog Scdred to Death, 
but Simulated Hydrophobia.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 12.—Dying 
in agony, with many symptoms that re- 
sembled. rabies, Annie Deris, 16 years 
old, was pronounced:a victim of her own 
fear to-night.

Crowd Faced 15 Belew Zero Cold. ~ 
Whatever the purpose; however, of 
keeping Brandt out of New. York to-night, 
it is believed that neither. Brandt. nor 
Severance had any idea when they left 
Dannemora that they were not to proceed 
directly to New York. 





For some time previous to their depart- 
ure from the prison most of Dannemora § 
population of about half_a thousand had 
been in the streets near the prison watch- 
ing for a glimpse of Brandt. The temper- | 
ature was 15 degrees below zero, and the | 
streets were so ice-coated that boys 
skated or ski-ed about on them. Cook | 
Street, which bounds the prison on the} 
south, and into which opens the solid | 
steel gate of the place, was filled early | 
with shopkeepers and their clerks, women 
marketing with baskets on their arms, 
and small boys and girls, skating about 
and. playing, as though Brandt's release | 
were something like a circus. or a county | 
fair. } 

It had been understood that Brandt was | 
to walk to the station half a mile aw:ty, | 
but when a sleigh drove up to the prison | 
gate at 10 o’clock many persons started 
on the run for the station, to be sure -of 
seeing Brandt off. It was not until 10 
minutes later that the young prisoner, 
who: already has served five years of the | 
thirty to which he was ‘sentenced, ap- 
peared at the gate. Besides Severance, to 
whom Brandt was manacied, Acting | 
Warden Lewis Filkins and Prison Chap- | 
lain Pierce accompanied him. The. four | 
men-entered the sleigh and: were driven | 
to the Delaware &*Hudson. Ratlroad Sti- 
tion, arriving just as the train for Platts- 
burg pulled in. 

Brandt was arrayed in a new gray over- 
coat and a black derby hat. His step was 
firm and he faced the camera men at the 
prison entrance without shading his face 
from their . lenses. was serious, but 
seemed glad that so many of Dannemora’s 
residents should have turned out to see 
him. He seemed especially pleased at the 
number of women and girls who waved 
their hands and handkerchiefs to him as 
the. train pulled out. ‘ 


Convict Neatly Groomed. 


The train was halted while Brandt took 
time to hand the telegraph agent a tele- 
gram. The tdélegram was typewritten on 
prison paper, and had been prepared in 
advance. It was directed to a man named 
Potter, but the station agent would aot 
state whether it was for Judge O. L. 
Potter, member of the State Board of 
Pardons and of counsel for Gov. Dix. 

Brandt’s clothes were of fine make and 
were gifts, it was said, from friends out- 
side.' He took his coat-and hat off in 
the train, and, then, for the first time his 
features came plainly into view. Brandt 
is twenty-five years old, but he seenied 
much older to-day, gray hairs showing | 
among the black.

BRANDT CASE CLOSED, SAYS DIX. 


But Attorney General Is Permitted to 
Inspect. the Sealed Papers. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, Feb. 12.—Rumors of senga- 
tional disclosures and drastic official: ac- 
tion in the Brandt case have followed the 
announcement’ that Attorney General 
Thomas Carmody would represent the 
State in the court proceedings instituted 
in Brandt's behalf: 

It was said that Mr. Carmody had con- 
vinced the Governor that he had been de- 
ceived in the Brandt case, and that the 
Attorney General favored a pardon for 
the convict and an investigation of the 
incidents surrounding his conviction. It 
was also said that Judge Otto Rosalsky, 
who sentenced Brandt, was criticised, and 
that steps looking toward his removal 
would be taken. 

No statement substantiating these ru- 
mors. would be made to-day by either 
Gov. Dix or Attorney General Carmody. 
There are indications, however, that the 
Governor and the Attorney General differ 
materially in relation to the Brandt case. 


, They have had several conferences since 
‘ Saturday, but nothing of a definite char- 


acter has been revealed by either. 


Mr, Carmody will represent the State 
and the Warden of Dannemora Prison in

for crooked practices, suffering the saine 
fate that later befell: Hansen. 

It is admitted that Howard S. Gans 
also. called upon Prandt, but. this was 
in reply to-a letter sent to Mortimer L. 
Schiff, complainant against the prisoner. 
This. call was simply part of the duty 
of Mr. Gans as the counsel for Mr. Schiff. 

What Mr. Whitman wants to know is 
why the two disbarred lawyers saw 
Brandt. He wants to know what their 
business was, whom they-.represented, ‘and 
what advise they gave to Brandt. 

Mr. Whitman was asked to talk about 
the whole case, but he refused. It be- 
came known that he has employed the 
William J. Burns Detective Agency to fol- 
low certain elements of the case, and 
that a quick report of the result was 
urgently requested. But Mr. Whitman 
only smiled when he was asked about 
this. His sole reply to all questions was: 

*“* You must see how impossible it is for 
me to say a word for publication con- 
cerning any matter connected with this 
case.”’ 


Wooldridge Report to Figure Again. 


Assistant. District Attorney Johnstone, 
who is assisting his chief in unraveling 
the case, was equally reticent. Mr, Whit- 
man, it was learned late in the day, has 
examined three detectives who visited 
Brandt's room immediately. after he was 
arrested in 1907 and carefully searched 
Brandt’s effects. They found some let- 
ters, which they carried away with them. 
Two of these detectives were Joseph D. 
Wooldridge and John Taylor. The name 
of the third.man could not be ‘learned. 
These meh were questioned separately, 
and each, it’is said, told an entirely dit- 
ferent story. 

An interesting point in this seatch of 
Brandt's effects may be made when, the 
exact date of the search is ascertained. 
If it was before Brandt changed his plea 
of not guilty to a plea of gullty the de- 
tectives may hold that they were in 
search of evidence to show the prisoner 
was in possession of stolen property; but 
if it was afterward, no such evidence 
was neéded, and then it would be incum- 
bent on the detectives to explain the ob- 
ject of their search. 

Wooldridge is the man who submitted to 
Judge Rosalsky what he declared was a 
record of Brandt ge the latter’s em- 
plozenent, in seven places before Mr. 
chiff engaged him. This record pur- 
ported to show that Brandt left all of 
these homes under disgraceful circum- 
stances. Recent investigation of this rec- 
ord indicates that it is mainly false. At 
any rate, it was not legal evidence. he- 
cause all of the accusations made against 
Brandt were.on hearsay only.

BRANDT BILLS AT ALBANY. 


Three Introduced in Legislature to 
Give Relief in Similar Cases. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 12.—Three bills 
were introduced in the Legislature to- 
night to afford relief in such cases as 
that of Foulke E. Brandt, the Clinton 
Prison convict who is making a fight for 
his liberty. Two of the measures differ 
only in detail, the object being to facili- 
tate the re-opening of cases at any time 
after conviction has been obtained, with- 
out regard to the statute of limitations, if 
it shall appear that the conviction is based 
upon misrepresentation or that the de- 
fendant’s rights were not safeguarded 
properly. The bills were introduced by 
Senator McClelland and Assemblymen 
Cuvillier and: Walker, 

The McClelland bill provides that where 
a defendant’ has pleaded guilty to, the 
commission of a felony and’ judgment of 
imprisonment has been given, he may ap- 
ply to the Judge who pronounced sentence 
or to his successors or to any other Judge 
of said court giving notice to the District 
Attorney of the county in ‘which said 
judgment was obtained for a vacation of 
the judgment upon proper grounds and in 
the interest of public justice. The Judge 
is empowered to vacate such a judgment 
upon evidence convincing him that an in- 


justice has been done. 


In explaining the bill, Senator McClel-

No one to-day would say that there was 
any likelihood of a pardon in Brandt's 
case unless additional facts ‘'a'd before 
the Governor should warrant It.

Private 
property was) not established in order to 
gratify love of some material wealth or 
capital.” It was established as an instru- 
mentality in the progress of civilization 
and the uplifting of man, and it is equal- 
ity of opportunity that private property 
promotes by assuring to man the: result 
of his own labor, thrift, and self-re- 
straint. When; therefore, the demagogue 
mounts the ‘platform and ann2unces that 
he prefers the man above the dollar, he 
ought to.be interrogated as to what he 
means thereby—whether he is in favor 
of abolishing the vight of the institution 
of private property and of taking away 
from the poor man the opportunity to be- 
come .wealthy by the use of the abilities 
that God has given him, the cultivation 
of the. virtues. with which practice: of 
self-restraint and the. exercise of . moral 
courage will fortify him. 


Correcting Corporation Abuses, 


“Now I am far from saying that the 
development of business, the discovery 
of new and effective methods of using 
capital, have - not: produced problems 
which call for additional action by the 
Government to prevent the abuses of the 
concentration of wealth and the combi- 
nation of capital. Moredver, in order to 


tempt investment, we have doubtless in 
times past permitted the State to- pledge 
to individuals privilege more permanent 
and of wider scope than ‘the public de- 
manded, and we have permitted the es- 
tablishment of corporations and the ac- 
quisition of power through the corrupt- 
ng use of money in politics, so as at 
times to give to a few dangerous control 
in legislation and government; but during 
the past ten years much progress against 
such abuses has heen made-~in ‘this re- 
gard. Statutes have been passed—notably 
the anti-trust statute and the inter-State 
commeree law and its amendments—to re- 
strain a misuse of the privileges con 
ferred by charter, and, if need be,’ there 
is nothing in the future of the country 
to prevent and everything in the princi- 
ples and history of the Republican Party 
to forecast progress in this direction. In- 
deed, the only progress that has been made 
has been by the legislation and éxecution 
of those whom the Republican Party has 
put in power.

TAFT WITH DRY GOODS MEN.

Heartily Welcomed at Annual Dinner 
of National Retail “Association. 


President, Taft’ recelved a’ great -wel- 
come when’ he appearedat thé annual 
dinner of the National Retail Dry: Goods 
“Association, in the. Hotel. Astor, last 
night. He arrived at 10 o'clock, and as 
he wended his way between the cheering 
diners to’ the speakers’ table hé heard it 
shouted ‘from all parts of the room that 


he was to have a second terfn in the 
White House. 
of ‘the merchants who. form the’ associa- 
tion. i 

**IT am delighted to. be here to-night,” 
said the President. “I am ‘glad to be 
able to congratulate you on having your 
first annual dinner, for I infer from that 
you have only lately caught the disease 
of annual banquets. Having had some 
experience myself in annual banquets, I 
congratulate you on haying reached that 
point in the development of a great busi- 


ness. 

The President talked of the tariff. The 
dry goods men, he said, are business men, 
and as such they must. be interested in 
the Government, which, he said, is a 
great business, and therefore the business 
men of the country must be interested in 
the character of Government policies, 
especially as regards the tariff. 

“T believe,” said the President, “ that 
we are working in your interest at Wash- 
ington, and in the direction of minimizing 
the disturbances of business that have 
heretofore arisen from the passage of 
tariff bills. You know your own busi- 
ness, you know that you must learn the 
facts, you know that you must know 
the prices, and the elements that enter 
into the cost of things that you buy and 
sell. Now, the principle we are trying tc 
uphold is very simple, and that is we 
ought to know what it is we are dealing 
with, know the facts before we change 
the law, in order that we understand 
what the effect of the change will be, and 
We must know that Congress as a whole 
or in committee is not so constituted and 
that it does not sit long enough to in- 
form itself accurately as to what these 
facts are. stad ~% 

“YT do not say,” the President sald, 
“that we °will* take’*the “tariff out of 
politics, but nly it is not too much 
to ask that we shall know the facts, aud 
that We shall know what wé are doing, 
and that whatever we to, we shall do it 
itelligently, but, whatever. we do -let’s 
know before we act. That, it seems to me, 
should appeal to every man, even though 
he be a politician.”’

President Taft Makes Short Speech— 
Mayor Too Ill to Attend. 


Graduates of more than one hundred 
colleges attended the annual Lincoln din- 
ner of the Graduates’ Club at the City 
Club last night with the expectation of 
hearing President Taft and Mayor Gaynor 
discuss Abraham Lincoln and their re- 
spective booms for the Presidency. But 
they were disappointed as far as Mayor 
Gaynor was concerned, for he sent word 
that he had an attack of the grippe, and 
that his physician, in view of a hard 
day’s work ahead of him to-day, had ad- 


vised him against leaving his home. And 
so it turned out to be just'a Linoln din- 
ner after all. 

William BE. Pulsifer acted as toastmast- 
er. With him at the speakers’ table sat 
President Charles Alexander of Union 
College, Rear Admiral Corwin P. Rees; 
who was with Dewey at the battle of 
Manila; Verne M. Bovie, President of: the 
Graduates’ Club; John H. Burroughs, 
President of the Empire State Branch of 
the Sons of the Revolution; Bishop 
Charles Sumner, R. R. Moore, Col. Ste- 
vens, Chaplain. of the United Conféderate 
Veterans’ Association;. President Charles 
H, Strong of.the City Club, and Frederick 
J. Murphy. President Taft did not arrive 
at the dinner until 11 o'clock, after he 
had spoken at the earlier dinners of the 
Republican Club and the Retail Dry 
Goods Merchants. 

President Richmond, the first speaker 
expressed reer that the Mayor could 
not attend the dinner and speak with 
President and the others. The cause of 
the Mayor’s absence had not been even 
announced to the guests.

SEES DEMOCRATIC TRIUMPH 


Tells Iroquois Club of Chicago He Be- 
lieves the Public Are More Interest- 
‘ed in Principles Than Men This Year. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—Expressing the 
opinion that the country’s business has 
nothing to fear from the application -of 
progressive policies to the administration 
of public affairs, Gov. Woodrow Wilson 
of New Jersey opened his campaign here 
for the Democratic Presidential nomina- 
tion in an address before 600 men at the 
Iroquois Club’s Lincoln birthday luncheon 
to-day. 

“I sometimes think it a peculiar cir- 
cumstance that the present Republican 
Party should have sprung from Abraham 
Lincoly,”’ said Gov. Wilson. ‘‘I suppose 
that ig one of the mysteries of Provi- 
dence. The richness of a democracy is 
that it never has to predict who is to 
save it. We do not have to train men 
to interpret the United States. When an 
emergency arises, there is always some 
genius who appears from the ranks of 
uncatalogued men to bear the standard 
and show the way to victory. 

“As our economic affairs are now or- 
ganized, they cannot go on. The division 
is far more difficult to trace to-day than 
it was in Lincoln's time. No man is a 
friend of this country who predicts dire 
results. Every problem we have to meet 
can be solved without injury to business 
or any other sound interest. 

“The Republican Party is sadly broken. 
It has lost its way. It has been the busi- 
ness man’s party in so many personally 
conducted campaigns that many. believe 
rose Lgl else knows anything about pros- 
perity. 

“America is a business country, and 
business must be taken care of. I be- 
lieve that the ills from which ‘we suffer 
can be cured without harming sound 
business. I have no feeling of piety 
about any political doctrine except the 
one that gives equal rights to all. 

Must Separate Politics and Business. 

“ Business and politics must be sepa- 
rated. Give politics a chance without the 
domination of special’ privilege and great 
wealth.

German Colonial Office Issues Order 


BERLIN, Feb. 12.—Dr. Solf, the new 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, has 


issued an order forbidding for the future 
all marriages between whites and na- 
tives in the two Samoan Islands belonging 
to Germany. Children of marriages here- 
tofore legally contracted will be regarded 
as of white birth, but offspring of the 
other unions customary in the islands 
will be classed among the colored or na- 
tive population. 

The order comes as a@ culmination of a 
long agitation against mixed marriages, 
into which a large proportion of the 
white colonists an ven of the imperial 
officials in German Samoa have entered, 
and ‘which were tolerated and actually 
protected by former administrations in 
the Colonial Office. 

The institution is now regarded as a 
danger to German prestige in the islands, 
and as a menace to the future of the 
colony, as, according to the official point 
of view, white colonists intermarrying 
with natives very often sink to the lower 
cultural level of the aboriginal popula- 
tion, while the children, inheriting the 
|bad gualities of both parents, form an 
undesirable element of the population.

Chief in interest for the alumni, how- 
éver, was the unveiling in Hamilton Hall 
of a bust of the venerable ‘Van Am,” 
professor in Columbia for fifty years. As 
the veil was lifted, the alumni standing 
bareheaded before the bronze bust, broke 
into the old song: ‘“’ D'ye Ken Van Am,” 
which is well known to ‘generations of 
Oyvlumbia men. 

James Duane Livingston, ’80, Chairman 
of the Alumni Committee, presented the 
bust to Columbia, and President Butler 
accepted it in a moving speech in which 
he paid tribute to the greatness of Dr. 
Van Amringe. Willlam Orway Partridge, 
'85, the sculptor of the heroic figure of 
Alexander Hamilton which stands before 
Hamilton Hall, as well as of the Van 
Am bust, and Dean Frederick P. Keppel, 
also spoke briefly. i 
When “ Van Am” himself appeared, he 
received an ovation, and every word he 
said was taken to heart. The aged Dean 
was visibly affected by this latest dem- 
onstration of love frdm his “boys.” He 
referred to the days ‘‘ when President 


Butler was my scholar and not my g0v- 
ernor.”’ 


The alumni filed into classes and pa- 
raded around the campus to the music of 
the Early Eighties Colonial Band and the 


Upper Eighties Buglers. The procession 
ended in the university gymnasium, where 
the most amusing feature of the day took 
place. The more recent classes engaged 
in @ competition for which three -prizes 
were offered by the Societies of the Older 
Graduates, Early WBighties, and Upper 
Highties. 

The cleverest performance was given by 
the Class of 1905. It was a pretended 
prizefight. First the referee, a member 
of the class, disguised as a “ rough-neck,” 
entered the ring to make the preliminary 
announcements, which he did in a thick 
Irish ‘brogue.

Duncan Brown, tackle ‘of the 
‘Varsity football ‘team, entered the ring 
and, waving his nightstick, ordered the 
fight stopped. But the referee deftly 
slipped the peace guardian a coin, and he 
retired to a corner, where his timely ring- 
ing. of an enormoys dinner bell several 
times preventéd a kné6ck-out. 

After much mofe comedy, the four- 
round fake-fight was begun, and it kept 
the audience in laughter from start to 
finish. 

Another clever byplay was ‘enacted by 
the 1909 class. Accompanied by appro- 
priate ditties, a group representing. fresh- 
men entered,‘ and they. were ‘soon being 
harassed by a couple of “.sophs,”.

In Hartley Hall, one of the 
university ddrmitories,: the ‘‘ undergrads ”’ 
received the alumni, the. ° Columbia 
Philharmonic. Orchestra playing.- At 6 
o'clock the graduates once more formed 
in procession, and, marching ‘behind their 
bands, proceeded to the commons for the 
annual alumni beefsteak dinner. 

At the basket ball game in the gym- 
nasium last night between Columbia and 
Pennsylvania, the old boys never for a 
moment forgot that upon the result of the 
contest hinged the fight for first place in 
the intercollegiate championship, league. 
They shouted themselves, hoarse for the 
Blue and White, and then after the con- 
test joined in the dancing which closed 
the day’s festivities.

Washington Seligman, son of James Se- 
ligman, who founded the banking firm of 
J. & W. Seligman & Co., and brother of 
Jefferson and De Witt Seligman and Mrs. 
Benjamin. Guggenheim, ended his © life 
some time on Sunday night in his foom in 
the Hotel Gerard, 123 West Forty-fourth 
Street, by shooting himself. On two of 
the hotel envelopes found in his desk was 
written, ‘‘I-am tired of being sick all my 
life.” He was 56 years old and unmar- 
ried.. 

At attempt at suicide had been made by 
Mr. Seligman on May 20, 1 when he 
was found in the Hotel ore, now 
Louis Martin’s restaurant, with a gash in 
the left side of his throat, inflicted with a 
safety razor blade. That his attempt then 
did not succeed was due to Miss Anita 
Sutherland, who discovered his uncon- 
scious body, and he was rushed to Roose- 
velt Hospital after having almost bled to 
death. 

Efforts made by Frank Agnew of Ce- 
darhurst, L. L, Mr. Seligman’s. private 
secretary, to reach him over the telephone 
yesterday morning led to the discovery of 
his body about 11 o’dlock. When Mr. Ag- 
new failed to obtain any answer from Mr. 
Seligmans room on the sixth floor of the 


Hotel Gerard, a porter, Patrick Dolan, 
was ‘dispatched to his apartment, and, 
finding the-door locked, with the key on 
the inside; forced an entrance. Mr. Selig- 
man’s body, clad in his trousers and shirt, 
was found on the bed, holding a 38-cali- 
bre revolver in his right hand, and a bul- 
let wound in the mouth, ranging upward. 

Dr. W. 8S. Varcoe of 282 West Twenty- 
second Street, the house physician, who 
had attended Mr. Seligman on other occa- 
sions, Was summoned, and after an exam- 
inatién notified Police Headquarters and 
the Coroner. Coroner Winterbottom, who 
took charge of the case, officially de- 
clared that Mr. Seligman had committed 
suicide. He stated that death had oc~- 
curred probably twelve hours previously. 

Meanwhile Mr. Seligman’s relatives had 
been informed of his death. His father, 
James Seligman, now in his eighty-eight 
ear, is an invalid, residing at the Ho 

etherland, and did not accompany the 
other members. of the family who an- 
gswered the summons. Those who went to’ 
the hotel were Jefferson Seligman and 
‘De Witt Seligman, brothers; . Ben- 
jamin Guggenheim, a sister; Mrs. Jeffer- 
son Seligman and her brother, es 
F, Se + Dr.. Edgar R. Dinkelspiel, and 
Charles C.. Brown, a close friend of the 
-dead man, and associated with ‘the’ bro- 
kerage firm of Post & Flagg.

Detective on Stand Repeats Incendiary 
Talk at Mass Meeting. 


LAWRENCB, Mass., Feb. 12.—‘‘ Sleep 
in the day time and at night prowl 
around like wild animajs and look for 
blood. At night you knock in the 
heads of the scabs. In-a few days we 
will be able to .count the broken heads, 
and they won’t be on our side.” 

These and other similar statements ‘were 
ascribed to Arturo Giovanitti by Charles 
Bencardo, an Italian detective who was @ 
witness at the trial to-day of Giovanittl, 
and Joseph J. Bttor, strike leader, who 
are charged with being accessories to the 
killing of Anna Lopizzo in a riot during 
the textile strike here, 

Giovanitti, according to the witness, 
Was addressing a crowd of strikers gath- 
ered on the Common, following a parade 
and demonstration on the morning of 


Jan. 29. He spoke in Italian, and the de- 
tective was. required to give his testi- 
mony both in English and Italian that 
he might satisfy the court that he under- 
stood the foreign language. 

Many of the witnesses called by the 
Government. during the day placed the 
defendants in the vicinity of the riots on 
Jan. 15 and 29, although in no case was 
there testimony tending to show that 
they had Fi active part in the rioting. 
George Beérthel, a policeman, tokd of see- 
ing Httor- about twenty-five yards from 
the place where the street cars were be- 
ing hid up and damaged, but under cross- 
examination said the strike leader ap- 
peared to be urging the rioters to desist. 
Seven street\ car conductors told of the 
damage-to their cars and the rough treat- 
ment accorded the passengers. 

When court adjourned’ to-night to re- 
sume to-morrow it was announced that 
a decision -was not expected before 
Thursday or later. 

Patrolman Michael J. Barry, in testi- 
fying about the riots said that one even- 
ing while in a drugstore Giovanitti talked 
with him about the strike. The officer 
testified that Giovanitti said: “‘We want 
no peaceful picketing. They. have got to 
stay out or we will preak their heads.” 

Withdrawal of the 2,000 or more militia- 
men who have n on duty almost since 
the start of t strike more than four 
weeks ago, is ing considered by State 
officials. Adjutant Gen. Pearson appeared 
before the City Council this afternoon and 
told the members that he felt that the 
City Government should take over the 
task of -preserving the peace, increasing 
the police force, if necessary, to maintain 
order. 

After hearing Adjutant Gen. Pearson, 
the City Council met in secret session 
and announced to-night that a confer- 
ence with the Governor had been ar- 
ranged for to-morrow afternoon in Bos- 
ton, when it is probable that the matter 
of keeping the soldiers, or making ar- 
rangements for other forces to protect 
property, will be taken up. It was re- 
ported to-n‘ght that Mayor Scanlon might 
ask the Governor to consider the strike 
duty as a substitute for the annual mid- 
summer tour of duty. 

“The call of thé mill bells heard in all 
parts of the city was answered to-day by 
more operatives than in any day since the 
big textile strike began nearly five weeks 
ago. The mill agents were not inclined to 
tell how many operatives entered the 
gates, but it is thought thdt the number 
is well past the 10,000 k. There are 
about. 25,000 textile workéfs in Lawrence, 
Nearly all who went in to work to-day 
were English-speaking operatives. 

There was not the slightest indication 
of disorder to-day, notwithstanding the 
fact that several thousand strikers form- 
ing an “ endless chain” patroled the prin- 
cipal. streets. Trouble similar to the riot 
two weeks ago to-day was averted only 
by the presence of militiamen and the 
metropolitan and local police, the author- 
ities say. The strike pickets wore cards 
upon which were printed the words, 
“Don’t be a scab.”

POLICE STOPPED A MEETING 


Officials Courteous to Him, but He 
Found a Deep Resentment 
Against Americans. 


In speaking yesterday of the success 


to gain certain concessions for the Bap- 
tists of that country, the Rey. Dr. Robert 
8. MacArthur, President of the Baptist 
World’s Alliance, had a good deal to say 
about the difficulty that he, as an Amer- 
ican, found in getting any kind of con- 


sideration from the St. Petersburg Gov- 
ernment. 


He was in Russia shortly after our 
treaty with the Empire had been ab- 
rogated, and while the resistance to Rus- 
sian dictation which W. Morgan Shuster 
had stirred up in Persia was causing irri- 
tation. He described the position of Am- 
bassador Guild as one of extreme delic- 
acy, which he was filling with great tact 
and ability. 

“People over here,” said Dr. Mac- 
Arthur, “have no idea how sensitive 
Russia is ‘with regard to America. It is 
like waving a red flag in front of a bull 
to talk in St, Petersburg about the Jews. 
I talked to many persoris about the ques- 
tions at issue. If I went, for an example, 
to a bank to present my letter of credit 
I would get into conversation with the 
banker, and so learn his point of view.” 
Nevertheless, Dr. MacArthur. accom- 
plished his.mission. He went to St. 
Petersburg for two main objects, to get 
permission for the opening of a Baptist 
church, known as the Dom Evangelia, and 
for the purchase of a site for a Baptist 
Bible School. -_He had an interview with 
M. Makaroff, the Minister of the In- 


terior, and ‘received the necessary per- 
mits, after he had sent to him in ad- 
vance carefully drawn up statements in 
Russia and English of the importance of 
the Baptist Church and what exactly it 
proposes to do in St. Petersburg. 

He likewise received perppinmion to speak 
at public gatherings in. the Dom Evan- 
Selia, and this led to a misunderstand- 
ing, which, fortunately, did-not result in 
unpleasant consequences that might have 
occurred. 


The Police Stopped One Meeting. 

M. Makaroff gave him his speaking 
permit with the two conditions that he 
would not speak on any strictly denom- 
inational subject or on politics. The Dom 
Evangelia was opened on Christmas Day, 


according to the Russian calendar, that 
is, Jan. 7, and Dr. MacArthur and the 
Rev. Dr. Archibald McCaig, Principal ‘of 
Spurgeon’s Pastors College, London, made 
addresses. The police were present, and 
no objection was raised. They had un- 
derstood, however, that their permits cov- 
ered all the services scheduled for the 
rest of the week, but one evening, in the 
midst of a meeting, the telephone rang 
and the policeman on duty came to the 
platform and announced that the Min- 
ister’s permit was intended only to apply 
to one occasion, and no foreigner was to 
be allowed to make any further 
dresses. 

“There was no discourtesy shown us,” 
said Dr. MacArthur. “It was a misun- 
derstanding simply into which the police 
as well as ourselyes had fallen. No objec- 
tion was raised to the tenor of our re- 
marks, and of course we complied with 
the police orders. Only at the final meet- 
ing just before we left for the station I 
arose and said two or three sentences of 
farewell.”’ 

The permission to buy in St. Petersburg 
@ site for the Baptist Bible Study College 
was granted after Dr. MacArthur had 
shown M. Makaroff that if Russian Bap- 
tists could not study in Russia they would 
go to Berlin, but four nditions were 
imposed... The site must bé purchased by 
a “registercd church,” that is, by an 
ecclesiastical body recognized by the Rus- 
sian municipal law: The site in St. Pet- 
ersburg must not cost more than 5,000 
rubles, that is about $2,500, unless a fur- 
ther permit was acquired. No arts course 
could be included in its curriculum and 
no student or professor could study or 
teach political matters. 

Successful as was Dr. MacArthur’s jour- 
ney, it was nearly spoiled, he said, by an 
incident that occurred in New York, Just 
before he left the Clerical Conference of 
the New York Federation of Churches 
drew up a resolution on the passport 
question which was to be presented to 
the Russian officials. It was very out- 
spoken and without circumlocution ac- 
cused the St. Petersburg officials of per- 
secuting the Jews in a barbarous fashion. 
Moreover, it stated that other religious 
bodies were also treated in the same fash- 
fon, and mentioned the Baptists among 
them. This was signed by Bishop Courte- 
nay and several others of different Prot- 
estant denominations, and contained the 
typewritten note that it had been forward- 
ed to Dr. MacArthur as a member of the 
Clerical Conference for presentation to 
the Russian Government. 


Feared*His Mission Would Fail. 
“This document,” said Dr. MacArthur, 
“came into my hands shortly before I 
left New York, but I did not have the 
opportunity of examining it carefully be- 
fore I reached London. At once I saw 
that some of its statements would be 
Sharply challenged as to their historical 
accuracy. I saw also that its language was 


not such as is commonly addressed : to 
representatives of the Russian Govern- 
ment, espedially when an apepal is mad 
for clemency and conciliation. Its expremt 
sion was too peremptory for its purpose, 

“I saw that if I had any responsibility 
for this petition all my special objects in 
;going to Russia would assuredly be de- 
feated. On this point I felt deeply. My 
mission must not be sacrificed to other, 
though one may say truly humanitarian 
jand religious, interests. In London I laid 
j the matter before members of the Conti- 
jncntal Committee of the Baptist World 
}Alliance. They believed that the presen- 
tation of this document would be fatal 
to my purpose, and some even thought 
that the police might consider the petition 
@ dangerously inflammatory document 
and probably put me under arrest. I 
therefore wrote one of the signers of the 
petition that I must decline to present it 
or even carry it into Russia.”’ 

However, some information of this peti- 
tion reached Russia while Dr. MacArthur 
was there, and he suffered some incon- 
venience through the ‘fact becoming 
known that~his name was on it, though 
he had informed Ambassador Guild and 
certain Russian officials who had shown 
him marked courtesy that his mission’ re- 
lated solely to the Baptist Church. 

“I was thus made to appear,”’ he said, 
“to have broken faith with thé Amer- 
ican Ambassador and these officials. it 
is due to me that these facts should be 
clearly stated, 


Russia’s Criticisms of Us. 

“ Russians are not slow to say that so 
long as Americans lynch negroes almost 
daily, so long as Americans ghut out Chi- 
nese, Japanese, and certain Mohamme- 
dans who are Russian subjects, Amer- 
icans ought not to criticise Russia with- 
out taking to themselves some blame for 
these acts. In so saying I am not justi- 
fying Russia, but I am pointing out in- 
ae stencies in the conduct of Amer- 
cans.’ 

Dr. MacArthur declared that, as far as 
he could see, rospect o 
the Russians ae attitude. 
They believe that there is a great deal to 
be said on their side and that the rupture 
of the commercial treaty does far more 
harm to Americans than_ Russians. 

“Is the restriction onthe Jews based 
on racial or religious grounds?"’ he was 


asked. 

‘On religious entirely,’ he replied: “ So 
that a ae who becomes a Christian es- 
capes persecution.”

Another emi- 
nent victim was Prof. Cassabian of the 
University of Pennsylvania, one of the 
authorities on the X-ray, who died six 
months ago, before his work on the sub- 
ject was printed.

’ ALBANY, N. Y:, Keb. 12:—A bill provid- 
ing for ‘the incorpofation of the Jewish 
Community of New York was introduced 
in the lower House to-night by Assem- 
blyman Aaron ‘J. Levy of: New York. 
The object of the proposed corporation, as 
outlined in.the bill, is to provide in. vari- 
ous ways for the welfare of the Jews. 

Under the provisions of the bill the 
Jewish Community 6f New York would 
be authorized to take and hold property 
for its stated purposes to-the amount of 
$3,000,000, These are named as incor- 
porators and members of the first Exeo- 


tion: 

Judah L. Magnes, William Fischman, 
Joseph Barondess, Samuel Dorf, Bernard 
Drachman, Israel Friedlander, Samuel B. 
Hamburger, Maurice H. Harris, Samuel

ent bodies of the American Jewish Com-. 
mittee. 


Joseph Barondess, one of, the tncorpo- 
rators of the Jewish Community of New 
York and a member of the Executive 
Committee of the organization, said last 
night that incorporation had been decided 
upon to enable the Kehillah (the Jewish 
Community) to carry on more effectively 
its work in Jewish interests in this city. 
The property limit had been put at 
$8,000,000, he said, in anticipation of pos- 
sible-large bequests tothe comptunity, 
one of which he said, there is reason ‘to 
expect will fall to it soon. 

“ Among the objects of the Kehillah as 
incorporated,” said Mr. Barondess, “‘ will 
be the purchase or erection of suitable 
Talmud Torahs or schools of Jewish edu- 
cation for\the Jewish youth, in various¢ 


parts.of the city where necessary. The 
organization purposes also to make pro- 
vision for more decent salaries of rabbis, 
many of whom, among orthodox congre- 
gations have complained to us that the, 
pay allotted to them by their congre- 
gations is pitifully inadequate. 

“A large portion—probably the larger 
portion—of the Jewish community is in- 
clined towatd orthodoxy, and-these desire, 
among other things, to have the meats 
they eat slaughtered according to. the 
Jewish ritual At present the rabbis, 
who supervise such. slaughter, are in 
large part paid bythe slaughter houses 
for.the work, and not by the -congrega- 
tions, with the result that thefr decision 
as to whether the meat is or is not 
slaughtered according to the Jewish rit- 
ual is often not free and impartial. It 
should properly be the duty of the con- 
gregations or of the Jewish community 
to pay these. rabbis and insure a strict 
wr impartial rendering of judgment by 

em.” . 

**The Kehillah will aim to enable rab- 
bis: to minister more effectively to .the 
religious wants of the community, oper- 
ating possibly much as the Carnegie 
Foundation does admong underpaid pro- 
fessors, and \seeking through organiza- 
tion and system to bring order out of 
present chaotic conditions.” 

Other aims of the Kehillah, said’ Mr. 
Barondess, will be the gathering’ of ac- 
curate’ statistics om problems affecting 
Jews in this city and the furthering of 
réligious ed@ucational work in the Jewish 
community: It is proposed, he said, to 
organize religious services among chil- 
dren,. who in orthodox. congregations at 
present are not separatély . provided ‘for, 
but.thrown. in the religious services*to- 
gether, with adults, with whom they.‘can- 
not keep pace.

cational work of the Kehillah, he said, 
would be largely in the hands of the Rev.

DR. WILSON AND THE HUNGARIANS. 
Dr. Wius0n must sympathize with 
the embarrassment of the love-sick 
Benedick whose wooing was troubled 
by reminders of his early gibes at 
women. When the Doctor wrote on 
immigration in his history and com- 
pared the Hungarians unfavorably 
with the Chinamen he did not expect 
ever to court the suffrages of the for~- 
mer. -Had he had that in mind he 
would have kept a tighter rein on that 
picturesque fhetoric\ which character- 
izes—and sometimes discredits—him as 
a historian. 
The kernel of fact in his writing was 
well enough. He need plead guilty to 
no inventions or perversion, so far as 
that goes. Doubtless there are numer- 
ous educated Hungarians who would 
admit that a portion, and a pretty big 
portion, of their fellow-countrymien are 
not easy to assimilate, are illiterate, 
unused .to self-government, and 
gregarious, and that their standard of 
living and earning makes thém a real 
danger in the working classes in cur 
country. But “men of the meaner 
sort,” “the more sordid and hapless 
elements,” “the coarse crews that 
came crowding in,” who were less “to 
be desired as workmen” than the Chi- 
nese—these are. terms which offend 
necessarily all Hungarians. The sting 
of this is not to be softened by ex 
post facto professions of “ admiration 
and respect” for the Hungarian Na- 
tion. The incident is of little im- 
portance except to Dr. Wison, and it 
would not matter to him, had he not 
given up. the still air of delightful 
studies and devotefi himself to uplift 
work in connection with the Presi- 
dency. 








AT LAST THE REPUBLIC. 

There has been so much of rumor, 
first in one direction and then in the 
vpposite, concerning the changes in 
China that the final promulgation of 
the decrees that announce the abdica- 
tion of the dynasty and the recognition 
of the republic falls on wearied minds. 
Yet there has been nothing so tremen- 
dous in itself or so pregnant with pos- 
sible consequences in the ‘history of the 
world in many generations. 
The revolution in itself is more strik- 
ing than that which first convulsed 
France, and then all Burope, at the 
close of the eighteenth century. It af- 
fects a population more than twenty 
times as great and.a territory larger 
than that of Europe. It overturns in- 
stitutions that in their essential nature 
and form have existed since long before 
the beginning of the Christian era. It 
involves political modes of thought and 
action that were venerable when our 
own ancestors were half-clad savages. 
It tends t6 open up to intercourse with 
the outer world, to commerce not mere- 
ly of products but of ideas, a people 
who have been more closely exclusive 
and more obstinately stationary than 
any, save the Japanese, that have taken 
part in the affairs of modern times. It 
severs the link that has appeared to be 
the only link between the-various parts 
of the teeming empire, and leaves them 
exposed to the heady currents of their 
several tempers and passions. It pre- 
sents the possibility of anarchy such as 
the world has not seen before, with the 
alternative possibility of a vast popula- 
tion aroused, stimulated, energized by 
efficient leadership and becoming one 
of the mightiest of collective forces, 

For some time past it has been evi- 
dent that the remarkable men who have 
assumed leadership in China on the one 
side and the other were ready to come 
to an agreement as soon as the dynasty 
could really be gotten out of the way. 
Probably there was some negotiating 
as to the distribution of the power sur- 
rendered by the dynasty, but for a long 
time it has been apparent that this dif- 
ficulty could be overcome. The Repub- 
licans were pressing YUAN Sur-Kar to 
become their President, and he was 
awaiting the outcome of his efforts to 
secure the assent, first of the imperial 
family and second of the loyal army, 
but both parties in the meanwhile were 
avoiding serious fighting. Now that 
the Republic has been proclaimed and 
Yuan's Presidency is to be regarded as 
certain, the constructiye work must be- 
sty. 

It will be an immensely difficult task, 
but it cannot be denied that there are 
some signs of a ‘success that a few 
months ago seemed inconceivable. The 
real condition of the interior of China is 
but dimly known to the outside world, 
but it is evidently less perturbed than 


jeould have been expected. The ab- 
sence of definite information of anarchy 





that have been’ gathered and supplied 
and fought within the past few months 
could not. have ‘existed without a great 
expenditure of money and a still more 
noteworthy spirit ‘of co-operation 
among the mass of the people. Still 
more incredible has been the restraint 
‘that has been shown toward foreigners, 
whose persons and property, though by 
no means always safe, have beek quite 
as secure as in ordinary times under 
the empire. And this argues a degree 
of self-control, or of discipline, or of 
good-will toward the foreigners wholly 
unexpected, This is doubtless due in 
great part to the fact that the move- 
ment has been incited, organized, and 
administered chiefly by Chinamen who 
have been educated abroad, many of 
them in our own country. Most. of 
these will seek for fair and peaceful re- 
lations with other nations. Let us hope 
that they will succeed in establishing 
them, and that other Mations will co- 
operate. The Chinese revolution is big 
with possible changes for the better 
and for the worse, and it will greatly 
depend on the spirit and conduct of 
other peoples, and especially our own, 
as to boc these shall be. ° 
ee 

CHEERFUL AMERICANS IN MEXICO. 

The warning uttered by a Mexican 
newspaper that with the Yirst invasion 
of Mexican soil by American troops the 
life of every American resident of the 
southern republic would be in jeopardy, 
seems untimely. There is no invasion 
of Mexico in prospect... The American 
residents, too, feel that their lives’ are 
so well-secured as to justify elaborate 
preparations for the celebration of 
WaASsHINGTON’s Birthday in the capital. 
A bronze statue of WasHINGTon, ten 
feet high, is to be unveiled in, the 
Dinamarca Plaza on that day, the gift 
of American residents to the Mexican 
Republic, and President Mappro him- 
self will accept the ‘gift in a speech, 
after Ambassador WILson has de 
livered the address of presentation. We 
are therefore justified in believing that 
the wave of anti-American feeling sald 
to be rising in Mexico has not thus 
far. risen high enough to disconcert 
the American residents of the capital. 
The “news” from all the Lattn- 
American centres is apt to be con- 
fusing. We can hardly credit ‘the 
statement of the Mexican Minister to 
London that reports of disturbances 
are exaggerated to affect the value of 
securities, and we all know perfectly 
well that the statement, from another 
and less distinguished source, that. 
evil reports about Mexico have been 
circulated in the United States for po- 
litical effect is quite unfounded. Trou- 
ble in Mexico will not help any pol- 
iticlan here, or the reverse. But that 
there has been much exaggeration, we 
have no present doubt. 








PRECOCIOUS MISS STONER. 

The letter from the mother of WInN1I- 
FRED SACKVILLE STONDR, Jr., printed 
in the current number of the Journal 
of the American Medicine Association, 
will arouse anew public interest in the 
cases of “child: prodigies’”’ who have 
lately been held up to the publio as 
developments, not of ven i genius, but 
of training such es it is possible to 
give to any child. 
Mrs. Sronmzr, who has taught her 
child at the age of 9 years to be pro- 
ficient in a number of languages, to 
write three published. books, and to 
“talk intelligently on mythology, lit- 
“erature, history, geography, art, and 
“go on,” answers the strictures of Prof. 
M. V. O'SHEA of the University of 
Wisconsin, recently printed in Sciénce. 
Prof. O’SHzA. had subjected “ certain 
“so-called precocious children in- the 
‘languages and the like” to tests, in 
order to learn whether they had as 
good an understanding of the things 
about them ‘in ordinary life, at the 
age of 9 or 10, “‘as the typical child, 
“whose time and energies from birth 
“onward had been devoted largely to 
“learning thirigs as/ contrasted with 
“ words and formulae,” These were his 
conclusions:

Making allowamces for rare excep- 
tions, it may be said that pupils who 
are precocious in speaking and read- 
ing foreign tongu: and working text- 
book problems ih arithmetic, algebra, 
and geometry, are distinctly -inferior 
to the typical children of their age in 
their understanding of realities, and, 
especially, in effective reaction upon 
the environment in making it over 
into new forms or patterns, or direct- 
ing the forces of nature inte new 
channels. These precocious children 
often memorize the contents of an 
arithmetic, say, without having any 
adequate notion of the realities which 
arithmetical processes ought to sym- 
bolize. They may learn the table of 
dry measure, for instance, so they can 
recite it off, and apply it in text- 
book problems, but without» having 
any just conception of the size and 
relation of the units which are men- 
tioned im the table, or any notion of 
how. they are utflized in every-day 
life in facilitating the relations be- 
tween human beings.

They are lying extremely low and Saying 
nothing, although their sufferings must 
be acute, for, whatever the outcome of 
this. tempest of accusation and recrimina- 
tion, the fact that an adverse report on 
the property they have been lauding with 
such, enthusiasm in their far-flung “ lit- 
erature" was made by a Government en.

Probably all that 
has been said, even*in the most lyrical 
prospectus, about the potential fertility 
of the great swamp is true, Its imme- 
diate possibilities are quite another thing, 
and, unfortunately, the investor in “ prop- 
ositions” of| this sort is usually a man 
who puts up all the money he has as a 
margin over the biggest mortgage he can 
get, and when the returns are not prompt 
he finds himself ruined. Driven away by 
a foreclosure, his land is “set” again 
as a trap for the unwary, and not infre- 
quently the same little farm catches half 
a dozen or more victims until at last it 
falls into the hands of somebody. with the 
capital, knowledge, and inclination to 
work that are required for its successful 
cultivation. 

Just how much of fraud, as 4distin- 
guished from the exploitation of folly—if 
there be any distinction—there has been 
it would be hard to say. Florida has been 
the grave of hope for many, but for not a 
few even the promises of the land spec- 
ulators haye been kept and the predicted 
success has been attained. Nowhere else

Miss Gentle, Late of Grand Opera;

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Miss Marie Cahill has returned to town. 
Which is merely another way of saying 
that things are brighter than they were. 
One rather likes to say it, too. For Miss 
Cahill has\a way of adding to the joy of 
life without being too aggressively insist- 
ent about it. She is unique, though the 
remark to that effect is not. And she 
may be depended upon generally to add 
some delightful minutes to any entertain- 
ment in which she happens to appear. 

In the. present case Miss Cahill comes 
with ‘‘The Opera Ball,’? which is very 
modestly termed a musical comedy. Mo4- 
estly, because others, of considerably less 
worth and with far less reason, have 
introduced themselves under the title 
This one gets a good 
deal nearer to the more legitimate school. 
And that ig at once its strength and, per- 
haps, its weakness. Strength, in the 
sense of a reasonable, consistent little 
story, and an exceptionally, charming 
score; weakness in the general placidity 
of the action which does not always ap- 
peal to audiences used to the noise and 
bustle and hodge-podge of the so-called 
musical shows. But fer people of re- 
fined tagtes, who like a thing that is 
good and that is well done, “‘ The Opera 
Ball” is to be most freeiy commended. 

And, wonder of wonders! It contains a 
cast of principals who can sing. And do 
sing. And o, fortunately, have ma- 
terial which needs to be sung. 

There was one little number in ‘the first 
act so nh Sri A similar to a song sung 
by Miss Julia Sanderson in “‘ The Siren’ 
as to suggest a lifting from another 
score. But it is difficult to be certain 
about these things without comparing the 
music, and on the whole, the score o 
“The Opera Ball’’ is so fresh and pleas- 


ing A tuneful that one feels grateful 
or it. 

What tha piece needs most is a bit more 
ginger. But as it stands it is a remark- 
ably pleasant entertainment. ‘And it is 
different. 

To begin with there is no opening chorus 
~—in fact, there is no chorus at all until 
the second act.

BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 12.—Mme, Lillian 
Nordica was stricken at the Hotel Lenox 
early this morning after a rehearsal of 
two acts of “Tristan and Isolde,’*» in 
which she was scheduled to sing her 
favorite role at the Boston Opera: House) 
to-night, 

While her physicians weré hnon-com- 
mittal as to the real cause of her iliness, 
it was lkcarned that the famous singer 
was suffering from neuritis, which hadq 
affected. both of her arms. 

The sudden attack was so serious that 
Mme. Gadski was summoned by telegraph 
at New York this morning to appear in 
the role of Isolde, Although she had 
sprained her ankle during a performance 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last 
week, she came on the 1 o’clock train, 
arriving in Boston at 6 this evening. An- 
nouncement of the change in artists was 


made at the Opera House before the per- 
formance, 

Mme. Nordica came to Boston last Fri- 
day. She was accompanied by @ nurse. 
Dr. L. H. Kimball met her'at her hotel. 
He accompanied her to the rehearsal at 
the Opera House Sunday evening. Mnie. 
Nordica rehearsed two acts and then re- 
turned to her hotel, where she continued 
the rehearsal until after midnight. Dur- 
ing‘ the early morning she was taken 
suddenly ill. She had been attended in 
New York by Drs, O'Neill and Bailey, 
specialists in nervous diseases. Dr. Kim- 
Dall said to-night he hoped she would be 
able to appear at her scheduled perform- 
ance Saturday, but he could not be sure 
she would be able. 

At the hotel it was stated she had been 
suffering great pain, Dr, Kimball de- 
clared he had. found no symptom of a 
shock of any kind, but could not s 
for the New York physicians. . - 
ball said that Mme. Nordica ‘was in 
charge of the nurse who had accompa- 
nied her from New York. 

To-day Mme. Nordica's secretary de- 
clared that she was greatly disappointed 
becausée she was unable to appear, and 
felt more keenly her inability to present 


the role of Isolde to the Boston audi- 
ence, than her admirers. ' 


Dr. Rodger Power O'Neill of 910 St. 
Nicholas Avenue, who is Mme. Nordica’s 
hysician, id last: night that he h 
eard from the singer, and her presen 
illness was of a trifling character. He 
had been attending her for a moderate 
attack of neuritis, he said, before she 
went to Boston last week. ‘“‘ You see, 
artists like Mme. Nordica are so highly 
strung that a very little thing affects 
them, and although not in any way se- 
rious, it may vet be sufficient to prevent 

their appearing in a big réle.”’

that an effort has been made to get mov- 
ing pictures of any part’ of New York 
from the sky, and it will not be known 
until some time to-day whether or not the 
trip was a success from the photograph- 
er’s. point of view. Adrian C. Duff of the 
American Press Association, who gn 
ed the moving-picture machine, said tha 
he reeled off * ut 350 feet of film, and 
that the only reason he did not get more 
was because his hands become 80 
numbed from the cold that he was unabie 
properly to handle the machine. 

A crowd that numbered about 2,000 peo- 
ple gatheréd in Battery Park to watch 
the flight, which proved to be one of 
the: finest seen in New York since At- 
wood made his sensational trip above the 
skyscrapers last year. The upper, air 
stratas: were very cold, and that is why 
Coffyn did not go over the lower part 
of Manhattan Island, as had been 
planned. . Then Duff was so cold after 
the harbor flight that it was practically 
impossible for him to operate the picture 
machine at the dizzy height that would 
have been necessary to get good views of 
the downtown skyscrapers. 

Pictures of the city, as seen from an 
aeroplane may. be taken to-day, if condi- 
tions are favorable. Coffyn said yester- 
day that another flight would be made 
just as soon as the weather conditions 
avor it. 

It was Coffyn’s intention to make the 
harbor and islands flight at 9:30 A. M. 
P. M. before | 
the raft on which.his hydro-aeroplane 
rested was towed out of the basin at 
Pier A into thé harbor. Four minutes 
later Duff boarded it and got his ma- 
chine ready for action.- Then Coffyn 
chmbed in beside him. A moment later 
the big twin propellers began to revolve, 
and then the machine skimmed over the 
water in the direction of the Communi- 
paw shore. For about 300 yards it plowed 
its way through the = water and then 
it rose on its wings and soared aloft. 

Up the river toward Cortlandt Street 

the machine headed, gaining in altitude 
all the time. At a point off Cortlandt | 
Street Coffyn turned back and, still 
climbing, headed for the Statue of 
Liberty. Then Duff began to turn the 
crank of his moving picture machine. 
At a speed estimated by Coffyn to have 
been about seventy-five miles an hour, 
the machine headed straight for the 
Statue. In the top of the statue was an- 
other moving picture man waiting to 
catch the hydro-aeroplane as it sped’ by, 
“Irst at a low altitude from which the 
npn could get a picture of the ma- 
chine as seen from above, and then again 
on the return, as it appeared several 
hundred feet above the. torch, 
After passing the statue the flying ma- 
chine turned over Ellis Island, and then 
passing again over Bedloes Island, headed 
for Governors Island, where the officers 
and their families and the soldiers were 
gathered on the parade ground to see it 
ass over. Twice Coffyn passed over 
overnors Island, and then he headed for 
his raft, which was floating off the Fire 
Department pier on the Battery, and was 
coated inches thick with ice, 

Straight as an arrow the flying ma- 
chine headed for the raft. -‘When 100 
yards away the pontoons touched the 
water and glided on with the precision of 
a well piloted motorboat. A dozen feet 
away from the raft the propellers stopped 
whirling,‘ and then followed a wonderful 
piece of work. The uptilted fronts of the 
pontoon struck the raft and under its 
own impetus the duck-like craft climbed 
coy, up on it and the flight was at

HADLEY RACES WITH TRAIN. 


Keeps Neck and Neck with Lake Shore 
Limited—Beats Racing Autos,

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Feb. 12.—As the 
close to a day of successful flights Clin- 
ton O. Hadley, a local aviator, picked up 
the Lake Shore Limited at Miss Helen M. 


Gould's dock and raced neck and neck 
with it to the Tarrytown station. As 
Hadley rose 00 feet in the air and passed 
over the big crowd that had waited to see 
his final effort, a mighty cheer arose. It 
was a most beautiful sight, and the New 
York Central engineer gave Hadley a sa- 
lute with his whistle as his train disap- 
peared around a curve. 

No such crowd had ever gathered at the 
river as the one that came to-day to wit- 
ness the flights and auto races.: It is es- 
timated that 10,000 people were present. 
Hundreds walked across the Hudson from 
Rockland County. Three thousand wait- 
ed at Ossining for the daring flyer. A 
host came from all parts of estchester, 
and many from New York. Many society 
people were on the ice in their automo- 

Hadley had considerable trouble tn get- 
ting his motor started this afternoon, and 
it was 4 o’clock before he got away. As 
he started south five racing cars went 
with him, followed by many touring cars. 
Hadley showed his heels to all of them, 
and he landed and waited near Miss 
Gould’s for their arrival. 

Then he had a straightaway race of five 
miles to a spot north of the lighthouse. 
Fred Koenig, in a Mercedes, who was 
leading the automobiles, got caught in a 
snow and ice bank and stuck fast. It 
was an hour before he could get out. 
Hadley was ahead when Koenig stopped, 
and the aviator circled around, went on 
almost to Nyack, and returned to the 
starting place. Once he nearly had a bad 
spill when his motor stopped because it 
was not getting gasoline. The car 
dropped suddenly, but Hadley manoeu- 
vred and landed without damage. 

In searching for the trouble he found 
an icicle about 6 inches long in the gaso- 
line feed pipe. In some manner water 
had gotten into the gasoline and it froze 
in the pipe and prevented the carbureter 
from getting its proper supply. 

After that was remedied Yiadley made 
his prettiest flight. He started due west 
this time, rose about 300 feet, went 
nearly across the river, then down the 
west shore and over a tugboat frozen 
fast near Piermont. The four stranded 
men were out on deck and they waved to 
him. Hadley saluted with his hand. 

Then he spied the headlight. of the 
Lake Shore Limited; and headed in to- 
ward shore, near Miss .Gould’s dock. 
When the Limited came abreast Hadley 
headed’ north, and kept even with the 
flying express until it panbed Tarrytown. 
After he came down thousands gathered 
around to shake his hand and congratu- 
ete him. Hadley will fly again to-mor- 
row. .

own country, William J. Marshall learned 
yesterday from Magistrate McQuadé that 
he may not take the revolver away from 
the police station, except through the 
mails or an sxpress company. ; 

Magistrate McQuade discharged Mar- 
shall after hearing hfs story of étforts 
to obey the law, with. its consequent 
prison-cell adventure. 

‘*T am foreman of a construction com- 
pany in North Carolina,” said Marshall, 
when Magistrate McQuade asked him to 
tell of his arrest, “‘and I am also a Dep- 
uty Sheriff. I have made the carrying of 
a revolver an inveterate habit, as all 
foremen of construction gangs do in the 
part of the country from which I come. 
I was sent here on business, As the train 
approached New York a friend informed 
me of the fact that a law in New York 
forbids the carrying of revoivers: I hast- 
ened to the Elizabeth Street Police Sta- 


tion, to- which I was ditected on asking 
for the nearest station after arriving, and 





surrendered the revolver to Lieut, Mc- 
Cormick on the desk. To my astonishment. 
he put me under arrest, and ordered me 
to a cell for the night.

FELL 8 STORIES, UNHARMED. 


Steel Worker Tumbled Head First 
with a Crushing Weight Behind Him. 


All of the 100 fellow-workmen of Will- 
iam O'Donnell, who were engaged with 
him last night in erecting the steel skele- 
ton of a twenty-five-story building at 80 
Maiden Lane, laid off work long enough 
to grasp O'Donnell by the hand and con- 
gratulate him upon still being in the land 
of the living. O'Donnell had shot, head- 
first, down an elevator shaft from the 
eighth floor, a twenty-foot plank and a 
large section of plateglass shooting down 
after him, 

From all parts of the steel structure 
workmen rushed to the ground floor, 
where an elevator was already in place. 
They found O'Donnell ‘sitting on the roof 
shouting angry imprecations at them for 


not bringing a ladder instead of sym- 
pathy, 

Some one brought the ladder and 
O'Donnell climbed to the ground. There 
‘were cuts on his face from the plate- 
glass splinters among which he had 
alighted, and his arms and legs were 
bruised. As he was walking toward tlie 
company’s office an ambulance surgeon 
from the Hudson Street Hospjtal rushed 
in, his kit in hand. 

‘Where's the man that fell eight 
stories?’’ he asked. 

“Here I am,” said O'Donnell, “and If 
need nothing.” 

But the others would not have it so. 
They said no man could be fit to be any- 
where except in a hospital after a drop 
of eight stories. They bundled O'Donnell 
into the ambulance and begged the am- 
bulance surgeon, Dr. Garrett, to see that 
he was put to bed for the night. 

The story of O'Donnell’s fall, as he 
told it at the hospital, was that after fall- 
ing twenty feet his legs and arms became 
entangled in some of the six cables ex- 
tending up the elevator shaft and he 
felt himself losing speed all the way to 
the ground until when he alighted on top 








of the elevator the jot was hardly no- 
ticeable. He fell head aqwnward all the 
way.

DOCTOR DIES AT HIS POST. 


Falis Dead After Excitement of Hurry- 
Ing Patient to Hospital. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., Feb. 12.—Dr. 
John P. Hecht dropped dead in the oper- 
ating room of the Somerset Hospital this 
morning after he had raced to the hos- 
pital to save a life. 

Dr. Hecht was called from his residence 
at an early hour to attend Andrew 
Grover, an engineer on the Central Rail- 
road, who-was found unconscious in the 
cab of his engine fifteen miles from here. 
It is.thought that while the engineer was 
leaning out of the cab window his head 
came in contact with a bridge. The fire- 
man ran the locomotive here. 

There was delay in getting an ambu- 
lance, Dr. Hecht arrived and was anx- 
ious to save the man’s life by percormniy 
an operation, He found that Grover's 
skull had been broken and ¢very minute's 
delay counted against the chance of sav- 
ing his life. Dr, Hecht summoned Dr. 
William Long to assist him in the opera- 
tion. As the two surgeons alighted from 
the ambulance at the hospital Dr. Long 
oticed that Dr. Hecht was_ breathin 
hard. He asked what the trouble was an 
Dr. Hecht replied that he was having 
trouble to breathe. Dr. Long Jed him to 
the operating room and was giving him 
a stimulant when he died. 

Dr. Hecht was 54 years old. It is be-

“ Government ownership to-day would 
establish a bureaucracy more tyran- 
nous than the one we have. Govern- 
ment ownership must simply be a’ con- 
dition of Socialism, and must be cou- 

led with a general social be arwigga ¢ 

e must also have the initiative, ref- 
erendum and recall. 

“Lodge, Crane, Aldrich, and other 
stiff-backed Republicans believe in the 
capitalist system, a scheme for skin- 
ning people.’ The insurgents do, too, 
but they in addition believe in rubbing 
a little salve on after the skinning has 
been done. Socialism does not believe 
in this sort of thing.”
